DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—Four policemen 
were killed at Kilcommon when a 
patrol of eight of them was ambushed 
by 100 men. 

DUBLIN, Dec, 16.—The frank ad- 
mission that Canon Magner, killed yes- 
terday at Dunmanway, County Cork, 
was shot by.an auxiliary cadet, was 
made by Dublin Castle today. A state- 
ment issued by the Castle says that 
the cadet was ane of a lorry party, 

ich was ambushed near Cork Satur- 
day night and intimates that he be- 
came insane as a result of that ex- 
perience.. It confirmed the report 
that the cadet also killed Timothy 
Crowley, a farmer's son. 

P. 8. Brady a magistrate who wit- 
nessed the tragedy, came near suffer- 
ing a similar fate. 

“Thirty auxillaries left Dunmanway 
at one o'clock yesterday for Cork to 
attend a funeral,” says the statement. 
“Tehy were in charge of an auxiliary 
cadet and proceeded in two motor lor- 
ries. Some distance along they en- 
countered Canon Magner and Timothy 
Crowley, walking. The cadet ordered 
the lorries to hait. He jumped out 
and demanded that Crowley show him 
his permit for the bicycle he was 
trundling,” 

“At this point a Castle official ex- 
plained that the report was not clear 
ae to-just-whet-hed-jedto the uhoor: 
ing. The*Statement continues: 

“The cadet then shot Crowley dead 
with his revolver and then turned to 
the priest and shot him dead. After 
the cadet re-entered the lorry, the men 
decided to return to Dunmanway, 
where they reported the oceurrance to 
the colonel in charge. The colonel 
arrested the cadet. 

“Crowley was respectable, 24 years 
of age and not engaged in politics. 
Canon Magner was a highly respected 
priest and always exerted influence 
}for good in the district.” 

The statement. dees. not mention 
the cadet's name.

Georgetown University Seismo- 
graph Reveals Most Terrible 
Shock in Past Ten Years 


WAS TITANIC CONVULSION 


Must Have Shaken Earth For 
Hours Beneath The Sea States 
| Eminent Scientist 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Some- 


where, perhaps leagues deep beneath 
the Atlantic and forever hidden from ! 
the eyes of man, the earth crust was 
torn and twisted today by a titanic 
convulsion, 

For hours the earth's surface shud- 
dered under the feet of its hecdless 
mil'fons. Force waves thousards of 
miles in length swent outward from 
that storm centre like ripples on a 
rock-broken pool. Yet only the un- 
sleening seismogranphs noted it and in- 
scribed a mute record for watchful 
scientists who guard them. 
| The first word of the disturbance 
came from Georeetown University 
here. When the Rev. Father Francis 
Tonderoff, director of the seismo- 
graphic observatory peered at his deli- 
eate mechanism this morning, it told 
him of a shock more severe than any 
recorded in the last two years Some- 
i where the power beneath the surface 
was still bulging at the earth crust 
holding it in check. 

Father Tonderoff sent out word of 
the shock, thinking it mieht be an- 
o'her great disaster. As the day went 
by, however, no word came back over 
the cables or telegraph wires, leav- | 
ing to conjecture the scene and exact | 
nature of the disturbance. 

Experlenced observer that 
Fother Tonderoff classed the record 
of his instrument as that of a “ter- 
rible’ shock. It began soon after 7 
o'clock this morning here. reached its 
gcrertest intensity towards 8 o'clock 
and was still leaving a wavering, di-, 
minishing trail after noon, as the, 
earth slowly settled to quiet. 

The chart indicated an east-wester- | 
ly direction. Father Tonderoff esti- 
mated the distance from Washington 
at 2,800 miles. First {mpressions ; 
were indistinct, he said, while records | 
of gveat disturbances in South or Cen- } 
tral America have. been, recorded | 
sharply and clearly at the observatory 
It might have been, the scientist said, 
a marine disturbance, a new mountain 
peak flung up under the waves.

Lines, Mayor Duggan Asks Council 


| First Session 1921 Civic Parliament Marked With Despatch And 
Capacity—City Treasurer Will in Person Deliver Bonds to Port- 


land—Ex-Mayor’s Views on 
Address 


Edmonton's new council] canght its 
stride speedily in the first meeting of 
the present regime theid Thursday 
afternoon, the comparatively brief 
session being marked with a business- 
like attention to the questions at 
hand, and the utter absence of any 
bickerings and back-firing from the 
recent divisions and campatgns. 

Mayor Duggan sounded the note of 
unity and harmony in his inaugural 
address, voicing the desire that the 
;Present lines between “citizens’ and 
“labor groups be wiped out and that 
the primary interests of the city at 
large’ be the first consideration of the 
council and people of Edmonton. 

Within an thour the board had list- 
ened to the address of the mayor; 
endorsed the recommendation of the 
city olerk that poll clerks, deputies 
and returning officers in the recent 
civic election be granted an increase 
of $1 per day over the scale set in 
1915; accepted the resignation of the 
retiring mayor from the hospital 
board and the city boxing commis- 
sion; named a committee of Ald. 
McLennan, Abbott and Sheppard to 
strike the standing committees of 
council and suggest representatives 
from council on the hospital, exhibi- 
tion and other boards; decided to con- 
tinue regular council meetings in the 
evenings of the second and fourth 
Mondays in each month; passed a 
by-law: authorizing the borowing of 

250,000 to carry on civic operations 
until the next year's tax levy comeé 
in; finally agreed to allow the city 
treasurer to leave Thursday night for 
Portland, Oregon, to personally de- 
liver and sign the $2,500000 bond is- 
sue sold to the Portland syndicate, 
preparations for such delivery having 
been made lby the Jate council; ap- 
pointed Ald. McLennan to be deputy 
mayor for three months; and finally 
referred to the finance committee to 
be appointed. A Jetter from ex-Mayor 
Clarke, written on December 11th, 
suggesting that the mayor of Edmon- 
ton in 1921 be given a ealary of 
$7,500; or at least a substantial in- 
crease in salary. This letter caused 
a ripple of amusement in the meeting, 
and in the group of spectators ‘who 
had asembled to see the new council 
get under way. 

No Divisions; No Dissensicns 

‘The meeting passed without a divi- 
sion and without dissension. All the 
aldermen were in their seats with 
the exception of Ald, East, who is ab- 
sent in Medicine Hat. The recom- 
mendation that the officials at the 
city polls Monday ‘be granted a some- 
what higher scale of pay than allow- 
ed under the 1915 schedule of $6 for 
poll clerks, $7 for deputies and $100 
for the month's work of the deputy 
returnirg officers, was read by city 
clerk Cox. Ailderman Richards, Ab- 
bott and McArthur questioned closely 
as to the amount involved in the 
increase and what proportion of the 
total expense the gas company would 
pay for the submission of the gas 
by-law. Mr. Cox explained that the 
increase of $1 a day for clerks and 
deputies and $25 extra for t, re- 
turning officers’ month wou d be 
more than met by the gas company & 
share of the election cost, The city 
already had a cheque of $1,000 for 
the purpose from the company. On

An extension of the Pacific and 
Great Eastern railway into the Pouce 


,Coupe district, along the upper wat- 


ers of the Peace River, is greatly 
desired by the government of British 
Columb!s, according to Hon. J. R. 
Boyle, who has returned from a 
brief visit from the coast. 

The Oliver administration is keen- 
ly alive to the opportunities for agri- 
cultural and commercial develop- 
ment in the Peace River country, Mr. 
Boyle found, but as the P. and G, E, 
system. which the government was 
required to take over from the pro- 
moters is not yet on a paying basis, 
the government does not feel justified 
in making long extensions of the 
road until there is more mineral and 
agricultural expansion along the line 
as at present built. To push the sys- 
tem into the Peace River Biock 
would call for a huge expenditure at 
the present time. 


Problem of Liquor Control 


“The B. C. government has not yet 
settled details as to how they will 
sell liquor under the mandate given 


by the recent plebiscite,’ says Mr. 
Boyls. “However, they have asked 
the Dominion government to pass 
special legislation preventing pri- 


vate importation of liquor into Bri- 
tish Columbia tn order that the pro- 
vince may have full control of the | 
sale of liguor within the province, 
If the Dominion agrees to the pro- 
posal the provincial government 
would be the only lawful importer of 
liquor into the province, By passing 
the legislation asked for in the recent 
plebiscite, it might be. explained, 
the federal refercndum as taken in 
Alberta to prevent importation, can- 
not be applied in British Columbia, 
Special legsiation must be obtained 
from the Dominion parliament to 
prevent importation, ‘Therefore, if 
the Dominion does not grant such le- 
wislation, it meang that the govern- 


ment of British Columbia will not 
have complete control over the  li- 
quor traffic within the province, be- 


cause it will still be possible for pri- 
vate interests to import and_ store 
large cargoes of liquor for sale out- 
side the province snd naturally it 
would be very difficult to prevent a 
considerable quantity of liquor thus , 
stored by private parties from find- | 
ing its way into the province of Al- 
berta, for instance. No province has 
any jurisdiction to interfere with 
commerce passing from one province 
to another.

The attorney-general says he was 
much impressed with the fact that 
the province of British Columbia is 
able to contribute much. more heav- 
ily toward the erection of schools, 
roeds, bridges and such public im- 
provements than is the government 
of Alberta, because of the large re- 
venues due to the ownership of their 
natural resources in the neighboring 
province.
